movie  producer  Keith  Larsen,  and 
the  mother  of  four  children. 

In  fact,  their  family  is  so  together 
they  have  formed  their  own  motion 
picture  producing  (x>mpany.  They 
recently  finished  filming  their  first 
movie  in  the  Phillipines  “a  real 
war  adventure  story,”  she  said  ex- 
citedly. 

The  movie  will  be  released  “prob- 
ably in  the  early  fall  because  I’m 
in  two  other  movies  that  will  be  re- 
leased during  the  summer.” 

Though  the  filming  was  quite  a 
lot  of  work,  they  plan  to  film  their 
second  venture,  a comedy  in  the 
Elizabethean  era  in  Ireland  start- 
ing in  August. 

HARD  WORK,  FUN 
“There  are  no  unions  in  the 
Phillipines,  so  we  acted  directed 
and  shot  scenes  from  sun-up  to  sun- 
down. My  co-star  in  the  film,  Den- 
nis Weaver,  my  husband  and  I, 
all  took  turns  directing  it.  It  was 
really  a lot  of  fun  directing,”  she 
said. 

They  had  to  hire  some  of  the 
actors  on  a word-of-mouth  referral 
system  of  other  local  actors.  But 
the  adventure  story  was  shot,  and 
now  only  needs  a tittle  (they’re 
still  kicking  several  ideas  around) 
and  a musical  score  and  it’ll  be  a 
genuine  motion  picture. 

The  story  concerns  attempts  by 
the  government,  officials  of  the 
Phillipines  to  remove  a great  deal 
of  gold  bullion  stored  in  under- 
ground caves  on  the  island  of  Cor- 
regidor  before  the  Japanese  take 
over  the  island  and  discover  the 
gold.

It  is  hidden  on  the  underside  of^ 
a barge,  but  then  the  Japanese 
capture  the  barge,  and  the  adven- 
turers try  and  sink  the  barge  so 
the  gold  can  stay  hidden  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  sea  until  the  war  is 
over. 

Miss  Miles  would  not  elaborate 
on  the  plot  more  than  that.  “See 
the  movie  when  it  comes  out,”  she 
teased. 

Much  of  her  success  as  an  actress 
can  probably  be  attributed  in  her 
ability  to  analyze  people  and  how 
they  react,  especially  to  the  roles 
she  plays.

But  the  kind  of  typing 
I don’t  like  about  Hollywood  is 
when  they  say:  ‘well  if  you  want 
a mother  than  can  laugh  and  cry 
get  Vera  Miles.

GOOD  TASTE 

On  what  is  good  or  poor  taste 
in  movies: 

“I  don’t  consider  myself  a 
prude— I’m  honest  to  admit  that 
there  are  some  controversial  sub- 
jects that  are  a proper  part  of 
life  they  can  be  validly  protrayed 
in  movies. 

‘But  I do  not  believe  that  to 
show  love  you  have  to  have  a man 
and  woman  undressed  on  th$ 
screen.  That  isn’t  love,  it’s  only 
poor  taste.” 

No  matter  who  came  by  to  in- 
troduce themselves  to  Miss  Miles, 
she  remained  gracious,  friendly, 
and  sincerely  interested  in  them. 
And  maybe  that’s  part  of  the  rea- 
son why  Vera  Miles  is  a respected, 
beautiful  actress  instead  of  a 
washed-up  beauty  queen.

The  British  took  advantage  of  the 
excitement  to  move  into  the  twist- 
ing streets  of  the  Crater  district, 
seized  earlier  today  by  nationalist 
mobs.  The  area  mayor  had  dared 
the  “cowardly  British”  to  come  in 
and  try  to  get  them.
